—Tulara lako is 
probably Ihe most 


myslmions spot on tbo continent. It is 
located ou a gieat plain thice hundred 
miles 
south of Sun Francisco. 
At 
a 


distance the water appears to be higher 
til on tho land. A mile or more before 
reaching the water tbo dry Uiid of tho plain 
gives place to damp soil, and whoti at last 
the margin of the lake in found one may 
wade into it for more than a mile before 
finding it knee-deep. The late is about 
foity miles long. The bottom is formed of 
clam-shells, aud there are hundreds of small 
islands ami bunches of tulos. The islands 
are tenanted by millions of whito birds of 
the gull kind, and upon one of them four- 
teen human skulls ranged in a circle were 
lately found, no other bones lying pear. 
Hounds have beea discovered along tho 
shore, and it is expected tbat the. whole 
bottom of tbe lako will reveal traces of a 
submerged city. 


—Teeth are destroyed either by the ac- 


tion of acids or the development of a 
vegetable parasite, The former is the much 
more frequent cause of decay. H has been 
demonstrated by actual experiment that 
even very weak acids may suffice to decom- 
pose the teeth substances. In forty-eight 
hours the juice of grapes will render the 
enamel of a chalky consistence. 
Most 


vegetable substances are inert until fer- 
mentation takes place and acetic acid is 
formed. 
Animal 
substances exert no 


deleterious influence until putrefaction is 
far advanced. 
—The severity of Uiepastwlnteriu France 
caused great injury to trees and vines. 
The damage sustained by the Paris parks 
is indicated by the fact tbat in the Bois de 
Boulogne 54,000 evergreens, 20,000 firs, and 
uO,000 deciduous trees are required to fill 
up gaps, while in tlio Champs Elysees 3,- 
200 trees were killed. The total loss to 
Pans alone in the_ parks, avenues and 
nurseries is estimated at a million francs. 
To secure valuable bints lor agriculturists 
and others, tho French Miuiatei of Agricul- 
ture has instructed the prefects to report 
wbat kind of pines, fruit trees and vines 
sulliiied most fioni the cold. 


—An English traveler leporls the dis- 


ooveiyoftwo peculiar raiielios of tea in 
western China. The iufusiun of one species 
is naturally sweet, having 
the taste ol 


coarse congou with a plentiful addiliou of 
sugar. It is known only to thn natives of 
a very limited extau of country. 
The 


second variety is even irnre remarkable, 
having a natural flavor of milk or—perhaps 
more exactly—of butter, It grows wild, 
and every part of Che plant except tbe leaves 
is used in making the infinion. 
—Prof. Loouiis showa'that over Lbe United 
States the rale of progress of storm-centres 
is an average of twenlj-six milns an bonr, 
whereas, over tbe Atlantic it is only four- 
teen miles, and on the continent of Europe, 
as shown by 2tfen mayor, it does not exceed 
->,xtpeu miles an hour. In this connection 
it is pointed out that the winds on the 
Atlantic ate stronger th.in they are over 
either of tht) (.onlnients, nml the winds oi 
central Europe aie 
stronger than 
Ihe 


wmcis ol Ihe United States. 


—The inflow of sou'age is tLie source of 


much distrust of liver-water. Piof. Tidy 
believes, however, (hat within cuilain limils 
tbe pollution of the walei from such cause 
is too slight to pioduce any t-IIect. Iu a 
lengthy paper on tbe suljivt, he presents 
the conciiibion that oxidation of the organic 
matter of sewage takes pUce very lopi.ily 
in running water, and thaf such Impurities 
are by this means entirely destroyed during 
a flow of a few miles, piouded thu puif 
water <>f tlie stream is in quantity 
lo 


•ulilciuntly dilute the sewage matter. lie 
decides fuitber that, whatever may be the 
actual cause 
of certain 
maladies, 
the 


"disease mi,l'.er'' which finds its 'way into 
tbe livei is destroyed along with tbe organic 
impuiity. 


—As a curious fact, Dr. Auerbach meu- 


tions tbat during an entire summer he 
obseived water-beetles living ill tanks of a 
saturated solution of Glauber salt, although 
when a small quantity of the liquid found 
its way by leaitage into a ueigbboring river 
it proved fatal to multitudes of flsb. 


—Dr. Erlenmeyer gives it as bis opinion 


that the Semitic nations, including the 
ancient Hebrews, were lefl-handed, aud 
tbat this peculiarity was the reason why 
they wrote from right to left. 
In support 


of this theory he adduces evidence from 
both tbe Talmud and the Old Testament. 
He seems to have overlooked tlie fa,ct, how- 
ever, tbat iu one of tlie eailier books of tbe 
iattei (Judges III, 13) left-baudedness is 
mentioned as a peisonal pcculiarily.

personal. 


He settled at Newpoi t, and here Chan 


niug, who was then, a boy, came under hi 
influence. 


When. Charming was at tho height of h 


power in Boston, Emerson studied the 
ology under his direction, and was powe 
fully Influenced by his preaching. But h 
in turn weut further than Ills teacher, as h 
before bad outstripped his own, and a 
that teacher had gonrf in advance of tu 
first in this distinguished Hue of fonr 
Edwards, Hopkins, Chanuing, and Erner 
son. In Ibiee particular things Edwards 
Clianiiing, and Emersou agree, and are 
perfect accord.

Pic 
lures and statuary educate the sentiments 
and are valuable aids to refinement and'cul 
ture. 
Volumes could be written to provi 


lliis, but it is rather late in the history t 
the world to argue abnut tho benefits o 
the fine arts. 


Them can bo no difference between tbe 


philosophy ot your correspondent and my 
self iu regard to tbe addition of a less evi 
to a greater 
one increasing Ihe total 


The difference occurs in defining what is 
evil. 
My critic is convinced that picture 


galleries and reading-rooms on Sunday are 
evils, as certainly as taverns and liquor sa- 
loons, differing only in degree, 1 think 
that picture galleries and reading rooms a^c 
not only not evils, but blessings ; and I will 
probably continue to be thus deluded until 
it is shown that by the multiplication il 
such institutions the taverns and saloons are 
made more detrimental lo religion and mr- 
rality, and the evils of intemperance in- 
creased. 1 fail to see how anything which 
tends to bless and benefit mankind during 
the week changes to a curse by being used 
on Sundi-y. 


My conservative friend is no more oppose; 


to vanety shows and similar exhibitions— 
with which he seems to be very familiar 
—than I am, but I hold that if they are 
evils they should not be tolerated on Sun- 
day or any other day. lie seems very well 
satisfied to have all the objectionable things 
he enumerates in full blow during the week. 
The community, without any protest, from 


him, 
is six days in Ihe week left to contend 


with these debasing influences, and

powerful clamor of "religious enthusiasts' 
and "fanatics," which is so easily aroused 
against them on one day in tlie week, is 
silent.
